What could consumers look forward to? Higher prices 
and taxes. What can employees look forward to? Lost jobs,

services on their toes. But, putting consumer advocates on 
the federal payroll with power to condemn products, 
ruin sales, raise prices and kill jobs is “protection” we

United States Government, 
the Senate had been is ses- 
sion that day for a little 
more than four hours, So 
I pointed out that in that 
four-hour period the inter- 
est on the nation debt had 
already run to $10,000,000, 
The interest on our debts 
run right at $60,000,000 a 
day or around $21 billion 
a year, This is more 
per year than the yearly 
cost tO our country of fight- 
ing World War I, 

Three decades ago, in 
1941, Congress set out to 
control Federal spending 
by imposing an over-all 
limit on the national debt, 
The first ceiling was aim- 
ed at Franklin D, Roose- 
velt who was thought at 
that time to be a big sp- 
ender, but would be con- 
sidered a piker today, In 


_ the 1930's the total bud- 


get for everything the fed- 
eral government spent was 
some $7 billion, which is 
a third of what we now 
pay in interst alone each 
year. 

Since 1941 federal spend- 
ing has soared more than 
1500 percent, Debt has 


in a year, 

The federal budget has 
shown a deficit every year 
since 1961, and this string 
of budget deficits will be 
capped this year by an 
unbelievable $45 to $50 bil- 
lion deficit, 

Those who must bear the 
responsibility for this 
sorry record-- and the 
Congress must accept a 
major share of that respon- 
sibility--cannot blame the 
high cost of national de- 
fense or the Vietnam war 
alone, The facts are that 
it is also the tremendous 
increase in the expendi- 
tures of the government 
for domestic-civilian pro- 
grams which has built up 
this hege debt and re- 
quires the Congress re- 
peatedly to raise the debt 
limit, 

The whole idea of set- 
ting up a budget for gov- 
vernment is to set a H- 
mit on spending, and this 
limit should be no more 
than anticipated income, 
Since our economy is based 
partially on faith in our 
government, we have, 
throughout the years, gi- 
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ven some flexibility tofed- 
eral budgeting by estab- 
lishing a ceiling on-the 
amount of debt that will 
be allowed, 

In the face of Presiden- 
tial requests for a record 
$246,3 billion budget and 
a $50 billion increase in 
the national debt ceiling. 
the national debt ceiling, 
I am co-sponsoring a Sen- 
ate bill that would bind 
both the Executive Branch 
and Congress to an air- 
tight ceiling on all expen- 
ditures, 

For years, we have we 
have seen presstres re- 
sult in expensive new pro- 
grams, increases in old 
programs, and built-in in- 
creases in fixed costs to 
take care of inflationary 
spirals, all of which lead 
to runaway spending. By 
having statutory limit im- 
posed early in this ses- 
sion, the big spenders in 
Congress and in the Ad- 
ministration will have full 


knowledge of the limits to 
which funds may be sp- 
ent, and we could, at long 
last, apply brakes to de- 
ficit spending,

Q) What transportation ex- 
penses are deductible that are 
not business related? 


A) You may deduct as a 
charitable contribution unre- 
imbursed out-of-pocket trans- 
portation expenses directly 
attributable to services you 
render to a charitable orga- 
nization, If you use your own 
cay, instead of actual ex- 
penses you may use the rate 
of six cents per mile to de- 
termine your deductions, 

Transportation expenses

able. In fact, most jobs 
for the summer have al- 
ready been filled. Ap- 
plications for these jobs 
should always be made at 
least six months in ad- 
vance, Let me suggest 
that you contact my of- 
fice in December 1972 in 
order that I may supply 
you with the information 
on how to apply for the 
examination, In the mean- 
time, I shall keep your 
resume on file just in case

HIGHER EDUCATION 
BILL

Last Wednesday (March 
8) the House of Represen- 
tatives instructed its con- 
ferees to insist that its 
tough antibusing provision 
be kept in the Higher Ed- 
ucation Bill it passed in 
November, 

The House provision 
would stay all court bus- 
ing orders until all ap-~ 
peals are exhausted, for- 
bid use of federal funds 
for busing because of race, 
prohibit federal agencies 
from ordering busing as a 
condition of receiving fed- 
eral aid, 

House Republicans had 
first planned to try to 
instruct conferees only on 
the provision permitting 
stays of court orders, but 
we Southerners were able 
to persuade the house to 
preserve the whole pack- 
age, including its strong 
antibusing language. 

On the floor of the House 
last Wednesday, I spoke 
on the question of forced 
busing, I said: 

I am unalterably oppos- 
ed, and always will be to 
busing school children 
many miles each day, sole- 
ly to achieve specified in- 
tegrated ratios, The peo- 
ple of Alabama, and of our 
2nd District, are good 
law-abiding citizens. They 
have made, and are making 
every effort to comply with 
what they believe is the law 
of the land-- The Civil 
Rights Act of 1964,

There are several ways 
that losses can be mini- 
mized, The first and most

ionally known credit card, 
If possible, the identifica- 
tion should have the cus- 
tomer’s signature on it, 
Information such as the 
driver’s license number or 
the person’s address and 
phone number should be 
put on the back of the 
check, 

A method many stores 
use is the check cashing 
card, This is a card which 
has information on it that 
makes it easy for you to 
trace your check cashers 
if they should give you a 
bad check, This informa- 
tion consists of the per- 
son’s name, his signature, 
his address, phone num- 
ber, and bank, By cash- 
ing checks for only peo- 


cases, takes children out 
of their friendly neighbor-

Forced busing not only 
has a detrimental effect 
on children who are taken 
from their familar envir- 
onment, where they have 
established good friends, 
but it is most expensive 
to maintain a massive bus- 
ing system. [Education 
costs are rising fast en- 
ough, so why should we 
accelerate those costs by 
instituting and maintain- 
ing massive forced busing 
systems that the parents 
and children do not want 
in the first place? 

As parents, we are con- 
cerned about our child- 
ren’s education, We want 
the best education avail- 
able for them, but at the 
same time, we want our 
right the constitution, free- 
dom of choice, the law 
of the land, Under the 
forced busing system, if 
a child chooses to go to 
a school two blocks from 
his home, he may be den- 
ied that right and be bus- 
ed 20 miles to another 
school, 

We must secure for all 
the citizens of the United 
States their inalienable 
right--freedom of choice. 
Forced busing is not the 
answer to quality educa- 
tion for all Americans,

ABOUT OUR TEENS

ij You have probably made or heard the statement, 
Teen-agers have certainly changed since the time 
I was growing up.’’ On the other hand parents 
and adults have changed, in many instances, as much 
if not more, than teen-agers have changed, This 
is one of the reasons I obtained this series of art- 
icles for publication in an effort to communicate 
with as many parents as possible. The title of this 
series could just as easily be changed to “Let's 
Welk About Parents,’’ : 


"Dig" Thar Crazy Music 

I hope all the followers of this column will excuse the use 
of the ‘mod’ term'‘in today’s tile, but I felt I had to use it to 
get myself in the mood to talk about this subject. 

First of all you're going to want to know what possible asso- 
ciation there might be between teenage music and law enforce- 
ment. In law enforcement there is a “thing" called disturbing 
the peace. I think every officer, sometime in his career, has 
been on a call resulting from a complaint from a neighbor of a 
person who is making too much noise, usually late at night. 
Often these calis involve record players being turned up too 
loud and frequently it is found that the “culprit” is a teenager 
listening to his type of music and wanting to share it with neigh- 
bors as far away as possible. Many times we find that the teen’s 
Parents are away from home. To understand this one must first 
accept the fact that, in order for a teen to appreciate music 
of any kind the volume must be turned up as high as it will 
go... until the windows rattle . . . the doors vibrate... and 
the neighbors are driven “up the wall.” 

To most parents the modern music popular among our teens 
{s not dissimilar in its effect on our personal tranquility than 
a large dose of cathartic taken on an empty stomach two hours 
before church! 

Somewhere around the time a youngster turns 13 he is usu- 
ally attacked by some strange music ‘'bug.’’ Once so attacked 
he is privileged to enjoy a type of music dating back to the 
stone age when men beat on rocks with sticks to make some 
kind of noise to break the silence, It should be remembered 
that, at this point in a child's life, he is trying to break the 
home ties subconsciously. And, at this time I suppose, if his 
parents show outward signs of disgust for his new found enter- 
tainment, he makes his first mental break-away from parental 
control. If his parent’s dislike the type of music he likes he 
finds a measure of identity with others who like the things that 
he likes, including music, To this I say FINE... the new teen 
needs to find certain identity out away from mom and dad, a 
little at a time, as he can handle it. Some parents get into a 
big squabble with the teen about his type of music and many 
even forbid it being played in the home while parents are pres- 
ent. I’d like to say ahmen to this, but I can’t. I actually think 
if parents can learn to tolerate the teen music our teens will 
spend more time at home, bring friends to the home more often, 
and generally feel more ‘at home” in the home. You and I 


both know this should lead only to a better relationship with the 4 


teen during his difficult to-zet-along-with years, 

Now, as to control of music volume in the home, which 
seems to be the main factor in the parent-teen uproar over 
music, I feel that the teen should learn right from the begin- 
ning that his music cannot dominate the entire household. In 
short, if he learns that the volume must be kept at what the 
rest of the family feels is normal level, then he will enjoy the 
privileges of the music he likes. If he insists on turning it up 
until it fills the entire house and it drives adults crazy, then 
perhaps a week without music privilege will instill in his mind 
that normal level means NORMAL LEVEL. Also, the teen should 
learn that when mom and dad leave to go out this is not a 
signal that all rules do not apply for that period of time. If 
this department has to come out to tell him to turn his music 
down it will be no laughing matter, I can assure him 

Tt would seem, after all, that control of teen music habits 
is just like everything else in raising teens; the rule must be 
made and the teen must be made to understand the rule must 
be followed, no matter how many times you have to go over it. 
Violations of rules should carry a punishment because that is 
the way a person learns that rules MUST be followed. 

We in this department want you to know that we appre- 
ciate what you are going through while raising your teens and 
we will always help make your job easier whenever we can. 
We solicit your cooperation with this department where teens 


are involved to make local law enforcement a smooth function- é 


ing process and an accepted way of life. Such cooperation will

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New School Bus Policies Released By Schools 


Effective with the be- 
ginning of the 1972-1973 
school year the Coffee 
County School busses will 
be observing some new 
boundaries and policies 
for picking up students 
for the three different 
school systems in the 
County, Some areas pre- 
sently sending students 
on busses to Elba will 
be forced to use their 
own transportation or at- 
tend the county school 
in their area, Conversly, 
County busses will no lo- 
nger pick up students in 
the city of Elba and tr- 
ansport them to County 
Schools. 

In a news release on 
fuly 30, 1971, the Coffee 
Gounty Board of Educa- 
tion stated that due to 
lack of funds provided for 
transportation and fol- 
owing a number of unsuc- 
cessful appeals to 
the people for help with 
transportation, that begi- 
nning with the 1971-72 
school year the County 
buses would start at the 
city limits of Klba and 
Enterprise and transport 
students only to the Co- 
ffee County Schools, 

After several meetings 
of the three school sys- 
tems, along with the Co- 
ffee County Commission- 
ers an agreement was 
reached to continue op- 
erating the buses the 
same for the 1971-72 sc- 
hool year as in the past 
years andthe three school 
systems would get toge- 
ther after January 1, 
1972, and-work out a sys- 
tm that would reduce the 
cost of school bus tran- 
sportation in Coffee Cou- 
nty. 

On February 7, 1972, 
the three schools met and 
agreed to make a pupil 
survey of each bus route 
in their respective sys- 
tem inorder that all over- 
lapping of bus routes cou- 
le be eliminated and and 
the re-routing of buses, 
so that all school child- 
ren in the entire County 
might be transported at 
a more economical cost 
to the Coffee County Sch- 
ool system, On.March 
9, 1972, the Elba City 
Board of Education met 
with the Coffee County 
Board of Education and 
the following boundaries 
were agreed on for the 
1972-73 School year 
Highway #189 (Kinston) So 
uth approximately two 
miles from City limits, 
Packing House Road West 
to Curtis, North of High- 
way #84, along Covington 
County and Crenshaw li-

Commissioner Claude 
D, Kelley of the Alabama 
Department of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resour- 
ces warned hunters Tue- 
Sday that all hawks, owls, 
and buzzards are pro- 
teceted by Alabama law, 

These predators and 
scavengers may not be 
shot, trapped, poisoned 
or otherwise destroyed 
in Alabama, Kelley gaid 

Any person who des- 
troys these birds in any 
manner is subject toa 
fine ranging from $50 to 
$500 and/or six months 
in prison,if convicted, 


Kelley said that for ma- 
ny years these species 
as well as crows, star- 
lings and English spar- 
rows were not protected 
by Alabama law. But he 
noted that the 1971 Ala- 
bama Legislature am- 
mended the law to prot- 
ect hawks, owls and buz- 
zards, 

The Commissioner sa- 
id food habits studies re- 
veal that hawks, owls and 
buzzards are more ben- 
eficial than destructive, 
The principle foods of 
hawks and owls are rats 
mice, insects, lizzards, 
small snakes and lizards, 
These studies further in- 
dicate that a few birds, 
rabbits and other wild- 
life are ocaassionally 
Caught, but those caught 
are usually the crippled, 
sick or diseased individ-

Attacks by increas- 
ing numbers of the South’s 
most destructive forest 
insects are taking a heavy 
toll of Alabama trees, 
say experts of the Ala- 
bama Forestry Commis- 
sion, 

Bill Moody, AFC State 
Forester, identifies the 
bug as the Southern pine 
beetle, and said this week 
that it has been reported 
in wide distribution th- 
roughout Alabama, 

“Some areas have 
shown locally heavy tree- 
Kills,’’ Moody said, ‘‘and

“We have noticed very 
little pine beetle damage 
thus far here in Coffee 
County,’”” AFC Ranger 
Gordon Drewery said to- 
day. “From time to 
time, we find an indivi- 
dual tree that beetles have 
attacked or killed but Cof- 
fee County is free of any 
major insect outbreaks,” 

The Forestry Com-~ 
mission will keep a check 
on them throughout the 
summer and will notify 
the public if a big insect 
buildup looks likely,’’ he 
said,
